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RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 

Sir: 

A Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment ('the Notice") was mailed on 
March 1, 2004. The Notice stated that the claims in the Amendment filed on February 13, 
2004 ("the Amendment") were misnumbered. In particular, the Notice stated that there 
were only 108 original claims. 

Due to an oversight, the application was filed with claims numbered 1-16, 
18-36, 38-80, and 91-120. Therefore, there were only 108 original claims, and not 120 
original claims. The Notice requires the entire "Amendments to the claims" section of the 
Amendment to be re-submitted. In compliance with this requirement, submitted herewith 
is that entire section. 

Applicant notes that the "Amendments to the claims" section, which begins 
at page 3, is exactly as it appeared in the Amendment (i.e., it includes the same underlining 
and strike-through), with the exception that the numbering of the claims has been 




corrected, and the claim dependencies have been corrected correspondingly. No 
underlining and strike-through is shown for these corrections. The remarks begin at page 
19. 
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
